LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 6.—A public 
test of a new wave motor was made yester- 
day on the beaclr three miles from Redondo, 
from the end of a 100-foot wharf. Parvin 
Wright of this city, the inventor, conducted 
the experiments in the presence of twenty 
capitalists and inventors. By means of the 
float, a hydraulic compressor was actuated, 
forcing the water into a pressure tank under 
a working pressure of 400 pounds to the 
square inch. The water pressure tank oper-

AND FLOODED TRACKS. 


OHIO RIVER IS. STATIONARY. 


Natural Gas’ Main Washed Out at Co- 
lumbus and That City 
Is Unlighted. 


SHELBYVILLE, Ind@., March 6.—The 
Chicago express on the Big Four left the 
track on account of a washout three miles 
and a half above here this morning. Ail 
the passengers have been returned to In- 
dianapolis and it will be difficult for any 
trains to reach Cincinnati over the Big 
Four until Sunday night or Monday.morn- 
ing. The washout is between; Brandywine 


River and Swamp Creek and the tracks 
are spread for a distance of 500 feet. 

The train consisted of four sleepers, three 
day coaches, one baggage car and one mail 
car. When the engineer saw the water 
covering the tracks he supposed he could 
get through. He found this impossible and 
reversed his engine. The train broke and 
one sleeper was left on the’safe side. The 
rest of the train left the rails and slid down 
the bank, but did not topple over. The 
passengers were all safely removed. 


COLUMBUS, O., March 6.—The natural 
gas main under the big Walnut Creek was 
washed out by high water and cut off the 
pressure at 3 o’clock a. m., leaving the 
city without gas until Monday, at least, if 
not longer. All kinds of domestic, office and 
mercantile interests.are affected. 


CINCINNATI, O., March 6.—The Ohio 
River reached the stage of 43 feet 2 inches 
at 8 a.m, and at 9 remained at that heigh 
showing at least a temporary abateme @ 
in the rise. It is not likely that it wu. 
r'se further, as the sudden flood of the 
little Miami and Licking and of Mill Creek 
has subsided, and all these streams are 
falling rapidly. The railroad companies 
are making every possible effort to repair 
the damages caused by the flood and the 
roads will soon be in a normal condition, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHARLESTON, Mo., March 6.—The con- 
tinued swelling of the Ohio and Mississippi 
is causing much uneasiness in this county, 
which has only recently erected a levee 
at a cost of between $8,000 and $10,000, but 
has not yet completed it. At Bird's Point 
this levee fs being subjected to a severe 
test, the water being far out of its banks. 
Families in that town are abandoning their 
homes and railroad interests are seriously 
threatened. Similar conditions exist at Lel- 
mont. At this latter point the railroad 
transfer incline is now afloat and the Co- 
lumbus Accommodation was sent via Cairo, 
reaching this point at 1p. m. Much appre- 
hension is felt, but if the levee holds out 
farmers will lose little compared with for- 
mer times of high water. 


PITTSBURG. Pa., Mareh 6.—Twenty-four 
feet of water is predicted hereto-night. This 
will pass the danger line, but will do no 


serious damage. At 10 o’clock the mark 
showed 18 feet. 
DAYTON, O., March 6.—The river here

IMIGHT HAVE SHOT 


HIS OWN FATHER. 


HENRY 
MONEY. WITH A REVOLVER. 


FATHER HAD HIM ARRESTED. 


The Young Scapegrace Threatened to 
Kill the Policemen When They — 
Captured Him,

Henry Schmidt, a gray-haired, respectable 
looking old man, appeared in the First Dis- 
trict Police .Court Saturday morning to 
prosecute his own son on a charge of dis- 
turbing the peace. The case. was not 
brought to trial, but was continued until 
March 8, 

Henry Schmidt is also the name of the 
young man, who, according to the state- 
ment of the oincers who arrested. him, 
created a reign of terror in the ne.ghbor- 
hood ot Twelfth and Hickory streets b'miday 
afternoon by threaten:ng the lives of his 
father and mother with a revolver. 

Mr. Schmidt is the proprietor of a malt 
house at 1122 South Twelfth street, and 
resides at 1125 Hickory street. His son, 23 
years old, formerly worked for him, but 
during the’ past two years has becon/e es- 
tranged from his family. He lives at 1105 
Palm street with a woman whom he claims 
as his wife, but his father has his doubts 
as to whether a marriage ceremony was 
ever performed. Of late the young man 
has been making life miserable for his 
father by demanding money. 

Friday afternoon young Schmidt appeared 
in his father’s office and demanded that 
he sign a check for $100 and give it to him, 
The old man refused and the son declared 
that if the money was not forthcoming in- 
stantly he would blow the old man’s brains 


out. 
This threat had no effect on Mr, Schmidt, 
and after a stormy scene in the office the 


son departed, saying he would return and 
carry out his threat if the money was not 
paid. 

As soon as he had departed Mr, Schai‘dt 
telephoned for an officer, and Patrolmen 
Connors, Conley and Schrader soon arrived. 
Young Schmidt had gone to the residence 
of his father and attempted to gain an 
entrance, but without success, e theit 
entered the basement of the house, where 
he was discovered later by the officers, who 
were conducted thither by Mr. Schmidt. 

The young man drew a revolver, and, 
standing on the steps leading to the base- 
ment, dared the officers to arrest him, 
and defied thee to enter the basement. 
The officers were unwilling to use violence, 
and temporized with the young fellow. 
They finally succeeded in inducing him to 
put up his weapon and accompany them to 
the station, where a charge of disturbing 
the peace was placed against him. 

His father said Saturday that he was 
determined to prosecute, as he was tired 
of being forced to advance money at the 
whim of the woman with whom his son 
was living.

INDISCRIMINATE SPITTING. 

A great deal has been said about the 
Spitting nuisance in street cars, It is 
probable that a great deal more will have 
to be said before the nuisance is abated. 
And to aid in the abatement of this nul-. 
sance, it is well to call attention to the 
almost equally bad nuisance ‘of indis- 
criminate spitting upon sidewalks. 

It would be absurd to ask people to 
stop spitting altogether.

Mr. McKinley proposes to raise more 
revenue by reducing imports in competi- 
tive lines through the operation of higher 
tariff duties and by admitting foreign 
products in non-competitive lines free of 
duty, under the operation of reciprocity 
treaties. 

That is the programme, He says that 
tariffs will be raised to a point where 
they will protect domestic against for- 
eign labor. If they do, of course they will 
reduce imports, If they fail to reduce im- | 
ports, how will they protect labor? 

As to reciprocity, the President says it 
should be only in foreign articles we do 
not produce for ourselves. Not producing 
them, and being compelled to use them, 
we have, of course, been importing them, 
and the Government has been receiving 
revenue from that source. Admitting 
them free, under reciprocity arrange- 
ments, will, as a matter of course, reduce 
government revenues to that extent. 

It is possible that reciprocity arrange- 
ments, if generally carried out, may help 
the business interests of the country. 
The Post-Dispatch has never denied the 
efficacy of wise and liberal reciprocity 
arangements in building up the export 
trade of a country. But, in the very 
nature of the case, such arrangement:

JAPAN BOWS TO THE YOKE. 


After the closing of the India mints 
and the repeal of the Sherman law in the 
United States, Japan appointed a com- 
mission to investigate and determine: 
whether or not that government should 
go to the single gold standard. Japan had 
made all her wonderful progress, achieved 
all her great prosperity and written all 
her glorious history under bimetallism 
But the conspiracy, hatched in London a 
quarter of a century earlier, culminated 
in the world-wide demonetization of sil- 
ver, The weaker nations were forced, for 
self-preservation, to bend their necks to 
the yoke. | 
Not until after the Presidential elec 
tion of last year had definitely ‘deter- 
mined the policy of this country for the 
next four years, and all hope of relief had 
vanished, did the Japanese commission 
report. Now it reports that the necessi 
ties of the situation demand that Japan 
shall go to the gold basis. The Japanese 
statesmen saw, as Bismarck saw and as 
wise men everywhere saw clearly, that 
the United States Government was the 
only one strong enough and independent 
enough to break the gold chains of the 
English bankers. They waited for this 
to be done, and when it was not done 
they accepted the inevitable, being too 
wise to be deceived by foolish talk of 
international monetary conferences. 
Japan’s action is logical and unavoid- 
able, but of course it will increase the 
world’s hardship. It will add to the de- 
mand for the inadequate supply of gold 
now doing. duty as the sole money of 
commerce. The European’ bankers who 
have the gold cornered will grow richer. 
But the world will grow poorer.

MISSISSIPPI BOOMING. 


Stage of Twenty-Four Feet Expected 
by Monday, but No Flood. 


The river is rising steadily, and will con- 


tinue to do so for’two days, according to 
Weather Forecaster Frankenfield. 


The heavy rains throughout the valley 


have swollen the turbid Mississippi. At 
some points the danger line has been 
reached and passed, but as yet there is no 


indication of a.disastrous flood at St. Louis. 

There has been a rise of nearly eight feet 
here since Thursday, and the boom is still 
on, though the rise is eapected to be more 
gradual until Monday night. 

The gauge reads 20.5 feet Saturday morn- 
ing, as against 12.9 feet Thursday. 

The rise caused a good deal _of activity 
along the levee Saturday. A la quantity 
of lumber ready for shipment was removed 
from the water's edge and piled farther up. 

Dr. Frankenfield says the stage will be 
22 or 23 feet Sunday, and about 2&4 feet 
Monday. Unless there is another heavy 
rain the river will then drop to a normal 
stage. 

The danger stage here is 30 feet. Still if 
the river rises to 24 feet Monday, as pre- 
dicted, it will cause a washout in little 
Oklahoma. Some of the squatters in that 
district have already moved their house- 
boats beyond the danger line.

The not® produced by Mrs. Kettle is not 
in accord with what the child told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Saturday morning. She 
answered questions with painful effort, but 
intelligently and courteously. She did not 
refer to her parents, but when asked why 
she sought to k.ll herself gasped out: 

‘The baby’s bottle dropped on the floor. 
Mrs. Kettle thought I was to blame. She 
said she was going to break my head. I ran 
away and when ] saw her coming after me 
I shot myself. I did not want to be beaten.’’ 

The revolver was procured by the girl 
from a cupboard before leaving the house. 
It belonged to Mrs. Kettle’s husband, a 
night watchman, 

To further questioning, the child replied: 

“She beat every day and sometimes twice 
a day because I did not do things the way 
she wanted. I don’t want to go back there. 
I want to go somewhere else. No, I don't 
want to go to the House of Refuge. They 
treated me nice there, though. I was their 


pet.’ 

Some of the neighbors of the Kettles {n 
a measure corroborated the g.rl’s statement 
They said the child was apparently of a 
healthy mind and remarkably bright. The 
same statement was made by Mrs. Ander- 
son, the colored woman. Mrs. Anderson, 
however, stated that the child never com- 
plained to her of ill-treatment. 

Mrs. Kettle, accprding to her statement 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, receives babies 
to board, finding a refuge for them as soon 
as possible. She stated, however, that 
she never kept them long. She received 
one baby Friday morning. Not long ago 
a baby that was temporarily in her care 
died of spinal meningitis. She has a boy 
about 3 years old. 

She stated to the reporter that Lizzie was 
treated well and seemed contented. ‘She 
had whipped her but three times, and not 
severely. The child sometimes did the 
washing for her, she said, and helped her 
around the house. She took her from the 
House of Refuge because she was subject 
to epileptic fits, and wanted some one with 
her all the time. At first she punished the 
child for misdeeds by threatening to _ re- 
turn her to the House of Refuge. This 
so affected the child that she abandoned 
it, and when she desired to correct her 
told her she was going to ‘“‘break her head. 


She made that remark Friday, when the} 


baby’s bottle fell down. 

The girl was of a sullen disposition, Mrs. 
Kettle said, and was morose except when 
Mrs. Kettle frolicked with her. Once, when 
Mrs. Kettle threatened to return her to the 
House of Refuge, she saj@ that she would 
escape some way and jump into the river.
